3 incheg in height and weighs 200 
pounds, but in spite of his size he 
is fast and presents a rather grace- 
ful appearance in his favorite events. 
Being a large ‘moose” he naturally 
has been out for football, but with 
indifferent success. On the track, 
however, there have been féw athletes 
in the past decade who can equal 
his all around performances. People 
do not usually associate sprinting 
with weight throwing, and Hartranft 
created a great sensation when he 
competed in the 100 yard: dash in 
41922 and ran it uniformly in ten 
seconds flat. He won first place in 
the 1922 meet with the University 
of Southéra,€alifornia, and took third 
place to Sudden and’ Kirksey in the 
California-Stanford meet of that year.
